This does not mean that harmony prevails 
throughout the rank and file of the Republ- 
can party in the two houses of congress. 
There are men in both branches who still 
continue to circulate industriously in an ef- 
fort to effect a combination of such formid- 


adle proportions that the president and con- 


ferees will have to give heed to their de- 
mands, in the one case for higher protection 


and in the other for downward revwsion. 


Forty members of the house met yester- 
Gay and declared themselves unalterably 
opposed to the free raw material proposal of 
the president. Twenty-five members of the 
same delegation held another meeting today 
and adopted a resolution declaring in effect 
that a reduction to any important extent 
in the rates on raw materials would be fatal 
to the interests of the districts represented 
by them. 


Countenanced by Senators. 

This movement has the countenance and 
support of the senators from the states in 
which these congressional districts are sit- 
uated, But the senators have not them- 
selves been able to organize any kind of a 
satisfactory opposition to the president and 
prefer to work under cover in the house than 
come out in the open in their own branch. 

While this movement is agitated in the 
house in the interest of high rates, the orig- 
inal insurgents in the senate are finding that 
there is a common ground upon which they 
and the president can stand. Senator Cum- 
mins of Iowa breakfasted with the president 
today. Senator Nelson of Minnesota had a 
conference with him. Senator Dolliver of 
Iowa discussed various features of the situa- 
tion with the chief executive. 

A careful survey of the situation as a whole 
shows a gradual drawing together of the 
conflicting interests among the Republicans 
in Congress and between them and the White 
house. The high tariff men, for example, 
say they will not insist upon a duty on hides, 
but will Yote the conference. report 
which reduces bituminous coal below 40 cents 
@ ton and places iron on the free list.

Coal Situation Changes. 

In both cases the insurgents approximately 
approach the position the president has as- 
sumed. Mr. Taft still wants free hides, 
free oll, and free iron ore. He is satisfied 
these three are assured. But a different sit- 
uation has developed with respect to coal, 
and 40 cents a ton has been suggested as a 
satisfactory compromise. 

It should not be forgotten that in the state- 
ment defining his views on the tariff which 
the president issued last week he made use 
of this expression: 

“Tf iron ore, and oil, and coal, and hides 
do not need protection, and conditions are 
such as to enable the ore producers, and the 
oil producers, and the coal producers, and the 
producers of hides to compete successfully, 
without reduction of wages, with the pro- 
ducers from abroad, then they do not need a 
duty and the articles should go om the free 
Ust. 

stand Taken by President. 

The president added that the question was 
one of fact which he hoped to make up his 
mind with respect to on such evidence as was 
available to him in order to carry out what 
he understood to be the promise of the party 
to the whole people. 

There was some talk today that he would 
reiterate this statement for the purpose of 


- ghowing he was not in favor of free raw ma- 


terials generally. It was stated finally, how- 
ever, that the president would do nothing of 
the kind, and that his original statement 
should continue to speak for him. 

So far as iron ore, oil, and hides are con- 
eerned, further information the president has 
received has convinced him of the correct- 
ness of his détermination to insist upon their 
admission free of duty. As to coal, he has 
been deluged with information showing the 
importance of continuing a duty, not as high 
that approved by the house or as that im- 
posed under the existing law and inserted in 
the senate bill, but one which would giye the 
kind of protection the president is seeking 
that is, a duty equal to the difference between 
the cost of production abroad and the cost of 
production in this country, including a fair 
profit to the producer. 


Taft Reiterates Demand. 
The president repeated to his callers today, 
including Mr. Cummins and Mr. Nelson, that 
he wanted satisfactory downward revision 


upon finished articles produced from theraw | 


materials he desired placed upon the free 
list. He said the same thing to a delegation of 
aer congressmen that visited him to 

protest sgainst the transfer of hides to the 
tree list. 

When he repeated what he said to the con- 
ferees last night, that free hides should be 
accompanied by a reduction in duties on 
leather and boots and shoes, they expressed 
‘themselves as entirely satisfied and assured 
him they would vote for the bill.

Mrs. Agnes Mayfield was arrested late yes- 
terday afternoon charged with shooting her 
mother, Mrs. H. G. Hinkley of 4411 Bilis 
avenue. 


The mysterious shooting occurred Wednes- 
day afternoon in the apartments of the 


hours after the two women met in conference 
concerning a Mexican mining proposition, 
for which Mrs. Mayfield came all the way 
from Mapimi, Durango, Mexico. Mrs, Hink- 
ley received a bullet wound tn the neck, but 
she is expected to recover. 

Mrs. Mayfield, her mother, and Sheldon 
Peck, the son-in-law of Mrs. Hinkiey, at first 
insisted that the bullet wound was the result 
of an accident, but later all except Mrs. May- 
Meld asserted that she shot her mother be- 
cause the mother refused to invest money 
in a Mexican mine. Mrs, Mayfield is locked 
up at the Hyde Park police station. 

Mrs. Mayfield said her mother either shot 
herself or was shot accidentally while in a 
bathroom and said further that her mother 
had made threats against botk herself and 
Dr. R. N. Mayfield, her husband. In sup- 
port of this statement Mrs. Mayfield produced 
letters alleged to have been written by Mra 
J. H. Hutchinson of Streator, III., a twin 
sister of Mrs. Hinkley, in which Mrs. Hutch- 
inson warned Mrs. Mayfield and her hus- 
band to be on their guard, for she feared that 
Mrs. Hinkley would do them injury, 


Hint of Insanity Disputed, 

“I believe my mother is insane, Mrs. May- 
field said. 

Mrs. Hinkley lives with us here and we 
have never noticed that she acted like an in- 
Sane person, said Mr. Peck. I know she 
had no cause to attempt to end her life. She 
says Mrs. Mayfield shot he? and I know Mrs. 
Mayfield came to Chicago from Mexico on 
Wednesday to get her mother to withdraw a 
lien against mining property owned in Mexico 
by Dr. Mayfield.“ 

Although not in a dangerous condition from 
her wound, Mrs. Hinkley could not be seen, 
but Mr. Peck and her daughter, Mrs. Peck, 
spoke for her. They said Mrs. Mayfield shot 
her mother and then compelled the bleeding 
‘woman to write on 2 piece of paper that it 
was an accident. 

“The blood was from my face so 
rs. Hinkley was 
quoted as saying, but she knelt down at my 
side where I was bent over the bathtub and 
told me to write.. I could write only one 
word, ‘accident.’ Poor girl! Poor girl! What 
did she mean by trying to kill me? 


Sister Tells of Shooting. 

“ My sister came to our home here Wednes- 
day afternoon,’ Mrs. Peck said. She quar- 
reled with mother and said mother should 
accompany her to her room. I know mother 
had no revolver. After they were gone 1 
called up my husband, for I feared trouble. 
He came home and we started for Mrs. May- 
field's room. We got there just; after the 
shooting. Mother said that shortly after 
they reached my sister's room my sister went 
into an adjoining room. 

heard something clicking like a re- 
volver, mother said, and I screamed. Then 
Agnes rushed into the doorway, and, point- 
ing a revolver at me, said she would let me 
have all five of the bullets. I ran into the 
hallway. She followed me and shot me in 
the neck as I was in front of the bathroom 
door.“ 

Mrs. Mayfield in talkirg of the affair 
evinced a strong dislike for her parent and 
studiously avoided calling her mother,“ but 
referred to her as Mrs. Hinkley.” 

“Did you shoot your mother?’ she was 
asked. 

Why, such a thing is ridiculous,“ she an- 

swered. ‘‘ Why should I want to kill her? I 
came to Chicago to give her an interest in our 
mining property, not expecting one cent in 
return, simply because she had expressed a 
desire to.own an interest in it. 


Says Mother Vilified Her. 

I have nothing against her, although she 
has vilified myself and my husband, I be- 
lieve she is slightly unbalanced mentally, 

“When I married in February, lus, 1 put 
$1,600 in a valuable piece of mining property 
which my husband owns at Mapimi, Du- 
rango, Mexico. In April of the same year he 
sent me to the states to organize a small 
company and sell stock. I organized the 
Colorado Mining company in September. Mrs. 
Hinkley took the organizing out of my hands, 
distributed stock among her relatives, and 
made them all directors. She made me presi- 
dent and then evolved plans to get a con- 
trolling interest In the ownership of the stock. 
No money had been paid in for any of the 
certificates and when the relatives demanded 
that my husband deed over his 200 acres of 
mining land without any money being ad- 
vanced he refused.

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TROOPS READY FOR KENOSHA 


Strike Crisis Causes Mobilization 
of Militia at Milwaukee. 


MANY SHOT IN THE RIOTING. 


Guards Patrol Streets and City Is Given 
Appearance of an Armed Camp. 


Kenosha, Wis., July 22.—[Special. Today 
was the stormiest period in the history of 
Kenosha, for the great strike at the N. R. 
Allen's Sons tannery brought a day featured 
by shooting and the clang of rushing am- 
bulances and police patrols. 

It was a day of grave fear for the residents 
and of bloodshed and riot among the 1,500 
men employed in the big leather making 
plant. Tonight the city has the appearance 
of an armed camp. 

Deputies armed with rifles, revolvers, and 
clubs are stationed at every corner in the 
strike district, while Gen. Otto H. Falk of 
, Milwaukee, who is handling the situation for 
pie governor, had Troop A of the cavalry and 
three companies of infantry in readiness in 
Milwaukee to be called here on a minute’s 
notice on a special train. 

The strikérs attended a big meeting at 
night and an effort was made by the Lithuan- 
lan and Polish Catholic priests to patch up a 
truce. 

Strikers Send for Weapons. 

The strikers are armed and hotwithstand- 
ing that the mayor early today stopped the 
sale of revolvers and cartridges in Kenosha 
except on order of the police chief, the strik- 
ers sent five agents to Racine to purchase 
weapons, and one of them was arrested there 
and locked up. He had five revolvers. 

During the morning the rioting continued 
at the tannery, but when Gen. Falk arrived 
at noon his presence had a tendency to awe 
the strikers. It is believed, however, to be 
only a temporary subsidence. 

The great shipping rooms of the tannery 
were converted into a hotel tonight and beds 
were prepared for hundreds of deputies with 
riot guns defending the plant. Uniformed 
chefs are serving meals for them. The offi- 
ciale declared themselves ready to stand a 
long and bitter siege if necessary. 

The first clash of the day came early after 
& truce had been declared in order to allow 
a committee to treat with the company offi- 
cials, Tee strikers were wounded and six 
policemen, including Deputy Sheriff Lewis 
Morehouse and Patrolman Nels Nelson, bad- 
> injured. 

\ Strike Leader May Die of Wound. 

Tony Monkon, said to have been a leader 
of the strikers, may die. He was shot in the 

groin by a deputy sheriff. 

W others wounded were Charles 
Clemm and Peter Bocobicz. Both are expect- 
ed to recover. 

Many arrests were made during the day, in 


each instance after the company's men had 


been clubbed or beaten by the strikers. . 
The last man to be arrested was Bteve 


— E the alleged leader of the strikers. 


he had been assigned to a cell a big company 
of the workers attempted to liberate him. 

They met a determined resistance from 
Sheriff William Gunter, who drove them from 
the jail at the point of a shotgun. 

All negotiations for the settlement of the 
strike have bein declared off, and C. W. 
Allen, one of the directors of the Central 
Leather company, which owns the plant, no- 
tified the mayor that all the company asked 
was protection of the plant until it could be 
closed peaceably. 

The mayor was asked to order all saloons 
in the city closed, but this request was re- 
fused. 


Twenty Hurt in Early Rioting. 

More than twenty men were injured during 
the first few hours of rioting, and the police 
fired into the air to frighten the strikers. 
This awed them to such an extent that they 
quieted down in the afternoon, and there 
were no serious disturbances. 

The Allen company is facing a large finan- 
cial oss on account of the strike, as it ts 
8 by tlle company officials that there are 
hides valued at nearly $1,000,000 in the vats 
which will spoil.if not taken care of within 
the next twenty-four hours. 

Federation Deplores Militia. 

Eau Claire, Wis., July 22.—[Special. ]—Wis- 
consin State Federation of Labor at tonight's 
session unanimously adopted a resolution 
denouncing the use of the militia at Kenosha 
and inviting the strikers to join labor unions. 


RUNS TO JOIN PLAYMATE; 
BOY KILLED BY STREET CAR. 


Harry Breger, 5 Years Old, Struck 
While Mother Looks On—<Accident 
on South Side. 


Running across the street to join a play- 
mate, Harry Breger, 5 years old was run 
over by a North avenue street car yesterday 
afternoon. His mother, from whose lap he 
had just leaped, looked on helpless, Both legs 
were cut off at the knees, and the boy died 
two hours later. He lived at 374 West North 
avenue.

ELIOT PREDICTS NEW CULT 


Educator Thinks Authority Will 
Not Be Religious Basis. 


| 


SEES AN ERA OF PROGRESS. 


Man’s Condemnation Not to Be Taught. 
in Fature, Says Speaker, 


Boston, Mass., July 22.—[{Special.}]—Presi- 
dent Emeritus Charles W. Eliot of Harvard 
university, in the course of an address before 
the summer school of theology on The New 
Religion,’ discussed what might be expected 
az the coming religion. His address was 
much in the nature of a prophecy. He said: 

“The progress of the twentieth century 
will bring about what I call the new relig- 
ion. The new religion will not be based upon 
authority, either spiritual or temporal; the 
present generation is ready to be led, but 
not driven. 

* As a rule the older Christian churches 
have relied on authority, but there is now 
a tendency toward liberty and progress, and 
among educated men this feeling is irresisti- 
ble. 

“In the new religion there will be no 
personification of natural objects; there will 
be no deification of remarkable human beings 
and the faith will not be racial or tribal. 


Win Not Admit Sudden Conversion, 

“Im war times the tribal faith comes out 
strongly. The new religion will not afford 
safety primarily to the individual; it will 
admit neither a sudden conversion in this 
world nor a sudden paradise in the next. 

“The new religion will not think of God 
as a long glorified man or a king or a pa- 
triach. It will believe In no malignant powers 
and it will attack quickly all forms of evil. 

„Now, let us consider the positive ele- 
mente of this coming religion. A new thought 
of God will be ite cheracteristic; the twen- 
tleth century religion accepts literally St. 
Paul's statement: In him we live and 
move and have our being.’ This new reli- 
gion will be thoroughly monotheistic. God 
will be so immanent that no intermediary 
will be needed. For every man God will be 
a multiplication of infinities. 

„This religion rejects the idea that man is 
an alien or a fallen being who is hopelesasiy 
wicked. It finds such beliefs inconsistent 
with a worthy idea of God 

Will Admit No Sacraments. 

“Tt will admit no sacraments, except nat- 
ural, hallowed customs and it will deal with 
natural interpretation of such rites. The 
new religion will not attempt to reconcile 
people to present ills by the promise of future 
compensation. 

„ believe the advent of just freedom for 
mankind has been delayed for centuries by 
such promises. - The new religion will not 
even imagine the Justice of God.’ Civilized 
nations realize that legal punishments now 
frequently fail of their purpose, and the 
new religion cannot pretend to undefstand 
God's justice, for there is no earthly con- 
ception as a eomparison. 

The new religion will laud God's love 
and will not teach condemnation for the 
mass of mankind. Based on the two great 
commandments of loving God and one’s 
neighbor, the new religion will teach that 
he is best who loves best and serves best, 


and the greatest service will be to increase

Looking over the contestants the experts 
have united in the opinion that there can be 


put one final outcome—a victory for pas- 


teurization. The record thus far shows: 
 JRound 1—Anti-pasteurization by a vote 

of four out of thirteen members of the 
health committee without a quorum pres- 

ent won a temporary victory, the vote be- 

{ng to abolish the requirement of pas- 
teurization of milk other than that from 
tuberculin tested cows. 


Victory in Sixth Round. 

The lines which the battle must take in the 
future are set forth thus: 

Round 2—Another committee meeting 

will be held for action on a definite ordi- 
nance abolishing pasteurization, the one 
, drafted by Ald. Jacob A. Hey, being the 
one now proposed. 

Round 3—If such a repealing ordinance 

is recommended for passage the fight will 
be transferred to the council floor. 

Round 4—If anti-pasteurization wins in 
the council the ordinance will go to Mayor 
Busse. 

Round 5~Mayor Busse will veto it and 
dend it back to the council. 

Round 6A two-thirds vote will be 
necessary for its passage over the veto, 
and this—the experts say—is an imposi- 
bility for the anti-pasteurizationists. 

Ald. Hey—the chief opponent of Health 

missioner Evans—has expressed his con- 
fidence that his substitute ordinance requir- 
ing the enforcement of the tuberculin test 
throughout the sources of Chicago’s milk 
supply by July 1, 1910, will be recommended 
for passage. Other members of the commit- 
tee are not socertain of this. 

There also is a strong doubt whether such 
an ordinance could pass the council with the 
‘administration forces arrayed against it. If 
# does the mayor’s veto is certain. Those 
who know say that the failure to obtain a 
two-thirds vote over the veto is just as cer- 
tain. 

3 Commissioner Evans Confident. 

Health Commissioner Evans is confident of 
the result of the protracted battle. 

“T had understood from the discussion in 
committee,” he said, that the decision was 
to ask the corporation counsel to draw an 
ordinance cancelling the pasteurization al- 
ternative of the present ordinance and to 
compel the enforcement of the tuberculin test 
at once. Such rigorous action would mean 

excluding all but 7,000 cans of Chicago's 
milk supply, leaving a shortage that would 
mean sickness and death for infants, for milk 
would be a luxury. 

“Tf Ald. Hey intends to ask the recom- 
mendation of his ordinance, as I am told he 
now states, there is a possibility that he may 
be disappointed, as there may be a more 
representative meeting of the committee 
next time. On the council floor I believe the 
removal of this safeguard from the health 
and lives of children will meet with bitter 
opposition. 

“The aldermen who voted at the Wednes- 
day meeting can take the responsibility for 
their acts before the public. I am sure we 
shall hear more of this matter now that the 
public knows in what danger it stands from 
the determination of a few aldermen. By 
the time the council is ready for action every 
alderman will know how his constituents feel 
in this matter, and pasteurization will be 
found necessary.“ 

Foreman Commends Health Chief. 

Ald. Milton J. Foreman, just before start- 
ing on hie vacation, expressed his certainty 
of a victory for Dr. Evans. 

** Personally I accept the view of the map 
chosen to guard the health and lives of our 
citizens,”” he said, and I believe the coun- 
cil will accept his ideas. I do not believe 
Chicago favors selecting a man to look after 
its welfare and then refusing to let him do 
it. If this question ever comes to the council 
I believe the support for Dr. Evans will be 
another great demonstration of the confi- 
dence that is felt in him.” 

Ald. Hey declined to discuss the chances 
of a battle on the council floor, saying he 
would feel no personal regret if he thought 
he had done all in his power to do away

Miss Jordan Tells Campmeeting 
Crowd of Deaconesses’ Work. 


PLEA FOR FRESH AIR PLAN. 


Cottage Owners Asked to Aid in This 
Summer Charity. 


Stories of rescue work among the young 
women of Chicago held the attention of 
crowds at the first day’s program at the Des- 
plaines camp grounds yesterday. It was 
known as Deaconess day, and the afternoon 
session was devoted to features of deaconess 


work. 


Miss Ida A. Jordan, superintendent of the 
Chicago Deaconess home, stirred her hearers 
by a story of a young woman who went down- 
town, as Miss Jordan said, ‘‘and never 
came back. 

“ After she had been away from home for 
seven weeks, said Miss Jordan, and the 
police had failed to locate her, the mother 
came to us and we located her the first day. 
By 9 o'clock that night she was back in her 
own home. She had not been out of the city 
of Chicago. 

Imagine, if you can, the anxiety of those 
parents during the seven weeks of suspense. 
The police then tried to head off any further 
investigation which the parents of the giri 
thought ought to be undertaken in the inter- 
ests of other girls who might be kept down- 
town so that they wouldn’t come back. What 
“we deaconesses want is to save working girls 
from such an experience as that.“ 


New Use forGrounds. _ 
Miss Jordan made a plea for the utilizing 


of the Desplaines campground for fresh air 
She said that the trustees had re- 


fused a request made by the deaconesses for 
such a purpose on the ground that such work 
was not evangelistic. 

** We do not blame the trustees,’’ Miss Jor- 
dan said, for they have a rule on this mat- 
ter and they are goyerned by the wishes of 
the cottage owners. I want you to see the 
value of this work, so that we may bring 
out to Desplaines the young women who are 
not only worn in body but who need food 
for their minds and hearts as well. 

“For our fresh alr work among the chil- 
dren, which we carry on at New Lenox 
campground every year, the largest gift that 
we received came from without our own de- 
nomination. It was the contribution of the 
St. Peter’s Episcopal church. We are car- 
ing for their children. The chance belongs 
to the Methodists if they will take it. 

“Think of it—we have had mothers with 
us at New Lenox who were never before out 
of the city in all their lives. Consider what 
that Means, you who can enjoy these weeks 
of camping in the woods.“

Girls Learn Housekeeping in 
Five Miniature Rooms. 


COOK REAL MEALS. 


Hundreds Take Novel Course in Dante 
Vacation School. 


Arithmetic never cooked a meal and spell- 
ing never washed a dish, but there are s¢v- 
} eral hundred girle in Chicago, pupils at the 
Dante vacation school, who will be trained 
as model housekeepers as well as in reading, 
’riting, and ‘rithmetic before the summer is 
And while the girls are learning to 
cook, sew. and keep house; the boys are 
learning future occupations in the manual 
arts and crafts departments. 

A model five room flat, in miniature, has 
been installed m one of the classrooms. It 
really is a little flat, with walls and parti- 
tions and all the furniture and fittings that 
are to be found in a real apartment. The 
flat is in charge of a teacher of domestic 
science and the several hundred little giris 
are divided into classes of about thirty each. 


Each Class Cares for Room. 

It is the task of each class to take care 
of one room of the flat on a givenday. In 
the parlor there is the furniture to be dusted 
and polished. In the bedrooms there are the 
beds to be made. In the dining room there 
is the table to be decorated and arranged, and 
the linen and dishes to be cared fer. In the 
kitchen—most important of all—there are 
meals to be cooked—real meals, and not 
school girl delicacies. Then there is a bath- 
room to be cared for in the most approved 
sanitary way. 

When each class has completed a one 
room course to the satisfaction of the 
teacher it is~assigned to another room of 
the flat and so on until every class has 
learned the pro,yer care of every room and 
has a good foundation kowledge of prac- 
tical housekeeping. 

The plan seems to be à great success,“ 
declared Assistant Supt.

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transfer them to the free list. The lumber 
rate also was practically fixed at $1.25. 

Then the troublesome cotton schedule was 
considered. No final agreement in regard to 

it was reached. Representative Payne in- 
sisted the scnate amendments to this sched- 
ule were unsatisfactory as a whole and he 
would not agree to them. 

Representative Boutell took advantage of 
the opportunity to bring up the question of 
the duties on hosiery and gloves. While no 
definite statement could be obtained it was 
the consensus of opinion of those informed 
of what the conferees did that the senate 
rates prevailed on these articles. If this be 
true and the indications are that it is, the 
women and children of the middie west, as 
well as of the entire country. have heen 
gaved from an outrageous exaction which 
never should have been proposed. 


Differences Are Left Over. 

With reference to other features of the 
cotton schedule and a few differences which 
have not been disposed of, Mr. Payne sug- 
gested that the house conferees be given an 


opportunity to consider them at a separate.

meeting. 

Adjournment was agreeable to Mr. Aldrich 
for the reason that he desired to circulate 
among the members of the senate and ex- 
plain why he was unable to observe various 
promises he had made.

Mr. Payne, 
however, is not willing to stop all talk of 
insurrection at this time. He would prefer 
that the agitation continue in the hope that 
it will strengthen his hand in securing cer- 
tain concessions for the house which he con- 
siders essential.

are found in the house bill. 


Payne Considers Conference. 


Mr. Payne has considered the advisability 
ef calling a meeting of the entire ways and 
means committee for the purpose of finding 
out its sense as to the attitude the conferees 
should adopt. 

Rumors were current that he might refuse 
to sign the conference report, but these were 
not taken seriously. The New York member 
is a Republican, and the report of the con- 
ference committee unquestionably will bear 
his name. 

Another meeting of the conferees will be 
held tomorrow, following which it is ex- 
pected that an invitation will be extended to 
the Democratic members of the committee to 
join their Republican colleagues in the con- 
sideration of the conference report. 

It is necessary, of course, that the Repub- 
Ucans shall be prfetically united. The entire 
committee has a membership of seventeen— 
eleven Republicans and six Democrats. Sen- 
ator Cullom is absent, and this reduces the 
Republican majority to four. It would be 


embarrassing if a sufficient number of Re- 


‘ publicans were to join with the Democrats 
and reject the report. There is no likelihood, 
however, of ahy thing of the kind happening. 


Bailey Asks for Time. 


Senator Bailey, leader of the senate con- 
ferees, asked Senator Aldrich today to give 
him and his colleagues two days to consider 
the report. Mr. Aldrich declined to grant the 
courtesy and replied that the Democrats 
would be allowed only one day for this work. 
It is expected tonight that the committee 
will have a full meeting on Sunday, although 
some place the session earlier. 

The White house dinner last night was to- 
day one of the absorbing topics of conver- 
sation at the capitol. Everything that was 
made public confirmed that it was more than 
a mere social gathering. It was learned that 
besides making an explicit definition of his 
attitude, similar to that which he described 
in his public statement last week, the presi- 
dent listened to arguments made by the con- 
ferees for certain rates on which each was 
interested. 


Taft Answers Arguments. 


Mr. Taft answered these arguments when 
they conflicted with his own views. But he 
particiarly made it clear that the responsi- 
bility for a proper tariff revision rested upon 
them as well as upon himself, and that it was 
essential to secure a bill which should com- 
mand the support of the entire party and meet 
the just expectations of the whole people. 

No suggestion of a veto was advanced. The 
president by his speech and by his general 
bearing demonstrated his full confidence in 
the conferees and his belief that their report 
would meet with his entire approval. 

The question of the support the bill will 
receive was especially a matter of concern, 
and he agreed to act with the conferees in 
bringing recalcitrants into line. 

It was in accordance with this policy that 
the president conferred today with the insur-

CUMMINS ISSUES STATEMENT. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS.} 

Washington, D. C., July 22.—Emphasizing 
the importance of insigting upon reductions 
in the duties on manufactures as well as on 
raw material, Senator Cummins of Iowa 
late today made public a statement which is 
accepted as representing the views of at 
least a majority of the “ progressive’ Re- 

publican senators relative to the present 
situation with regard to the tariff bill.

~~ gultaticn for two hours with the president 
and an exchange of views had passed be- 
tween Mr. Cummins and others of the ten 
‘who voted against the tariff bill in the senate. 
The pronouncement evidently is intended 
to meet the idea that the president and the 
downward revision!sts would be content with 
free rew material. 

I indorse every word of the statement 
recently made by the president. and earnestly 
hope that he will be successful in bringing

In the Lumber Schedule. 

“In the lumber schedule if both rough and 
dressed lumber are not free, as they ought to 
be, the house rate of $1 on rough lumber 
should be preserved, and the differential upon 
dressed lumber should begin at 25 cents per 
thousand and not go beyond 60 cents per 
thousand. 

In the paper schedule the house rate of 
$2 a ton on print paper, without the possi- 
bility of increasing it by a countervailing 
duty, and free wood pulp, also protected 
against a countervailing duty, should be 
rigidly insisted upon. 

In the cotton schedule the senate in- 
creases from beginning to end should be re- 
jected, and, while I believe that there should 
be reductions in this schedule, the people 
might be willing to stand for the house rate, 
barring, of course, the hosiery increases. 


Woolen Schedule Wrong. 


“The woolen schedule, with respect to the 
compensatory duties to manufacturers, is 
manifestly wrong, and the artificial and arbi- 
trary plan of estimating the relation be- 
tween unwashed and scoured wool is grossly 
absurd. The wool grower is sacrificed in 
order to give undue protection to the worsted 
wool manufacturer. he whole schedule is 
so indefensible that a readjustment seems 
imperative, even though to accomplish it the 
conference report must be voted down and 
the bill brought before the senate again for 
amendment. 

Our platform and our pledges embrace 
every dutiable commodity, and we should 
apply the same criterion from the first tothe 
last. It will be most unfortunate if, in trying 
to give relief to the rank and file of our 
people, we succeed only in giving manufac- 
turers free materials, and thus add to the 
overproduction, which they now enjoy, the 
further profits of cheapened production— 
profits which the manufacturers probably 
will be slow to share with the consuming 
public.“ 


TARIFF MIXUP MAY DELAY 
WATERWAYS TRIP ABROAD. 


Congressional Commission Is Expected 
to Put Off Sailing for Europe to Study 
Methods in Use There. 


Washington, D. C., July 22.—[Special.]— 
Arrangements have been made to defer the 
start for Europe of the national waterways 
commission in case the tariff legislation is 
not out of the way by the time of the pro- 
posed date of departure, which is July 31. 
Tentative plans have been made to accom- 
modate the commission orn transatlantic 
steamers sailing Aug. 3 or Aug. 7. 

The committee will remain abroad until 
October and in that time they will visit the 
chief countries of Europe. Two experts 
and two or tigree clerks will be taken along. 
One expert will be Gen. Alexander Mack- 
enzie, chief of engineers of the United States 
army. 

The committee is made up of seven sena- 
tors and five members of the house, from 
the senate commerce committee and house 
committee on rivers and harbors. Senator 
Burton of Ohio is chairman of the com- 
mission. Senator Lorimer of Illinois is a 
member. \ 

One of the chief things which the commis- 
sion will study will be the relations between 
railroads and watetways. A study will be 
made of the system by which other coun- 
tries in Burope, especially Germany, pro- 
tect their waterways so that the railroads 
do not drive them out of business. 

In this country the railroads have driven 
river steamers to abandon their efforts to 
compete. In Germany the disastrous com- 
petition is prevented by law. 

The commission wants also to look into the 
rates of transportation on waterways, the 
extent to which canals and rivers are used, 
and the methods used in their development 
and improvements. 

Information concerning the proposed wat- 
erway from Chicago to New Orleans is to 
be disseminated among civil engineers and 
other persons throughout the country who 
are interested. Descriptive books are to be 
circulated which will cost the government 
in the neighborhood of $2.50 a volume.

Nebraskan Says Brewer's In- 


come Tax Criticism Is 
Absurd and Senile. 


‘DEFENDS LAW ‘AS JUST. 


Declares the Proposed Measure 
Would Not Endanger Vital- 
ity of the States.

Washington, D. C., July 22.—Characteriz- 
ing as “utterly ridiculous, absurd, and 
senlle the statement accredited to Justice 
Brewer of the Supreme court of the United 
States in his Milwaukee speech to the effect 
that under a national income tax law states 
would be “taxed out of their vitality.“ Sen- 


‘ator Brown of Nebraska, author of the first 


resolution to refer the question to state 


legislatures, today uttered a vigorous de- | 


fense of such a tax. 


“I cannot believe that the report of Mr. 


Brewer's talk is correct,“ said Mr. Brown. 
It puts him in the position of contending 
that if the federal government is given the 
power to tax incomes such power will be 
taken away from the states. 

He is quoted as saying If the power to 
tax incomes is given the government we will 
see the states ed not out of their existence 
but out of thelr vitality.’ 


Calls Statement Ridiculous. 


“Of course, such a statement is utterly 
ridiculous, absurd, and senile. In no way and 
under no circumstances would the proposed 
amendment to the constitution give the fed- 
eral government power to tax any state out 
of either existence or vitality. 

“The tax would be laid under the pro- 

posed amendment on the incomes of the citi- 
zens of all states for federal purposes alone, 
and the amendment would in no way with- 
draw from the states the power they already 
have to tax incomes for state and municipal 
purposes. 
In my judgment every state in the union 
will ratify the amendment at its first oppor- 
tunity. The present agitation all over the 
country, looking to the calling of special 
sessions of the legislatures for the purpose of 
ratifying the amendment, is conclusive evi- 
dence that the public minds are aroused upon 
the question and determined that congress 
shall have the power to lay and collect taxes 
on incomes. 

Indeed, from all over the country the 
word comes that even those who are opposed 
to taxing incomes at the present time are in 
favor of conferring the power on congress to 
pass such a law should the needs of the gov- 
ernment ever require it.“ 


Brewer Refuses to Reply. 

Milwaukee, Wis., July 22.—(Special.]—Su- 
preme Justice Brewer tonight, when told of 
Senator Brown's declaration. that his income 
tax criticism was absurd and senile,“ de- 
clared he had nothing to say. 

How about the senility? he was asked. 

I'm still capable,“ responded the justice. 

The justice, however, earlier in the day 
talked on the problem of corporations and 
the possession of great wealth. 

Let no man despair of the republic,“ he 
said. ‘‘ We have our difficulties today as 
our fathers did in their time—not the same, 
but none the less difficulties. But our fathers 
triumphed and we shall do the same, 


Problem of Great Wealth. 

“The building up of great fortunes,” he 
said at the outset, is not strange when 
business transactions can be arranged by 
telephone and telegraph to all parts of the 
land and to all parts of the world. In a few 
minutes contracts are made that will bring 
great results, either of success or disaster. 
But the accumulation of wealth, if honestly 
made, ought not to create any prejudice, and 
as the ways in which the fortunes were accu- 
mulated are made known will not result in 
any prejudice. Combination of capita! is in 
itself no more to be condemned than the priv- 
lleges acquired by it are subject to condemna- 
tion. 

“One duty which rests really upon men 
who have acquired wealth honestly is to rec- 
ognize the fact that they owe to the public 
the moral duty of using some part of their 
wealth for the public good. The more our 
wealthy men come into the habit of helping 
educational and charitable institutions and 
organizations_the more they will disabuse 
the minds of the less fortunate of their preju- 
dices. 

*“ Undoubtedly there is not a little social 
unrest because of this accumulation of cap- 
ital—of wealth—in the hands of a compara- 
tive few. Bat, on the other hand, there is a 
great body of our people who have acquired 
homes, who are enjoying comfortable livell- 
hoods, and who deprecate any disturbances. 
which will affect their present conditions of 
comfort.“ ‘

Mr. Jones is a G. A. R. man and an old- 
time Democratic politician of prominence. 
His philanthropy has been extensive—nota- 
bly in aid of the blind. At, the age of 75 he 
Wrote a novel entitled Richard Baxter,“ 


» which met with creditable recognition among 


the new books of the autumn of 1903. 

Edward Fraser Jones was born in Utica, 
N. V., June 3, 1828, and educated at Leicester, 
Mass. He was colonel of the famous Sixth 
Massachusetts volunteer - regiment, which 
claims the glory of having shed the “ first 
blood of the civil War when it was attacked 
by a mob in the streets of Baltimore and 
won the commendation of President Lincoln 
for perhaps having saved the city of Wash- 
ington from occupation by the rebelling 
southerners. Later he was colonel of the 
Twenty-sixth Massachusetts volunteer regi- 
ment, and when he left the army he was 
breveted brigadier general. 

In 1865 he was elected to the Massachusetts 
legislature, was elected Heutenant governor 
of New York on the Democratic ticket in 
1886, and served in that capacity until 1891. 


Catch Phrase Brings Profit. 

As a business man in Binghamton “ after 
the war Gen. Jones hit upon the catch 
phrase, Jones He Pays the Freight —that 
is, if you bought hay scales of Jones he paid 
the freight charges on them in advance. 


This “caught on ‘with the farmers, who | 


liked to know exactly how much a scale was 
going to cost, even to the value of the post- 
age stamp on the letter that ordered it. His 
business increased heavily and in time he 
came to be considered a wealthy man. 

Also he has paid the freight in much 
work for the Association of the Adult Blind 
and has invented a writing tablet for the 
use of blind people. In his work for the 
blind Gen. Jones several years ago enlisted 
the assistance of Dr. Park Lewis, an oculist 
of Buffalo. His own blindness resulted, he 
believes, from an injury to the optic nerves 
occasioned by being thrown from a horse 
about twenty-five years ago.

TALKS OF OTHER “AFFAIR.” 


Slayer Asserts Jack Barrymore Was 
Honorable to Evelyn. 


New York, July 22.—[Special.]—Harry K. 
Thaw in an interview today discussed for 
the first time the various events which led 
up to the shooting of Stanford White. He 
also discussed some of the statements made 
by his wife last Saturday. 

Mrs. Evelyn Thaw reaffirms in an in- 
terview that White drugged her, said the 
interviewer. 

I do not know if this interview is authen- 
tie,“ replied Mr. Thaw, but there seeme 
no doubt about that fact.” 

Mrs. Thaw, as this interview has it, said 
White was my protector and patron.“ 

1 don’t believe she said that. We fre- 
quentlydiscussed Mr. White, and agreed that 
he seemed kind enough, except for certain 
failings.”’ . 

“ Then she told you she liked him? 

“Not at all in the way you put it. In 
fact nothing could be further from the 
truth. All the girls at parties seemed To 
like him. You know, he kept her away from 
his other victims, except that in 1408 ne may 
have introduced her to one young woman. 


Girls Liked, Didn’t Love, White. 

Now most of these other girls liked 
White, but not one ever was really taken 
with him. Miss Nesbit asked Mr. White, in 
1902, if he never felt badly because the girls 
liked him, but never a one of them fell in 
love with him the least bit. Mr. White said 
she was wrong; that twenty years ago 
(twenty-five years ago now) a girl really had 
been in love with him. 

He said she was a French girl, a countess, 
which may have been true or may have been 
just a ‘trimming’ to this one case of a girl 
whe had fallen in love with him.

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HUMAN SWING SAVES 8 LIVES 


Men Hang by Arms on Trestle, 
Holding Boy Between. 


TRAIN DASHES OVER HEADS. 


IIlinoisans, When Doubly Menaced, 
Literally Cling to Life. 


St. Louis, Mo., July 22.—[{Special.}—When 


A. C. Stalder and Harry Herren, incumpberea 


with a basket and a6 year old boy, were 
caught on a trestle over a flooded inlet at 
Chautauqua, III., they saved their lives and 
the life of the boy by hanging to the tres- 
tle, each by one arm, and holding the lad 
between them while a train rumbled past. 

Herren and his sister, Mrs. Bertha Leon- 
ard, and her little boy, Raymond, were vis- 
iting at the Stalder home. Stalder, Herren, 
and Raymond went down to Chautauqua to 
visit Stalder’s mother-in-law. They tied up 
their launch at West Bluff and crossed the 
Bluff Linetrestie to the Chautauqua grounds. 


Caught in Middle of Trestle. 

When they started to return home they 
knew no regular train was due and walked 
out on the trestle without hesitation. They 
were half way across the structure, which 
is sixty feet long and forty feet high, when 
a freight train rounded the sharp curve at 
West Bluff, within a few yards of the tres- 
tle. 

Herren was walking ahead holding the 
boy’s hand. Stalder was just behind them 
carrying an empty basket on hisarm. They 
heard the rumble beyond the bluff. The next 
instant the engine came into view. 

Stalder’s first impulse was to catch up the 
boy and jump into the fifteen feet of water 
in the inlet, but he remembered that it was 
filled with logs and snags and he hesitated. 


Herren caught the boy up with his left arm 


and jumped to a stringer paralleling the 
rail at the end of the ties and was lowering 
himself over the edge with his burden. 
Stalder caught the boy about the knees 
with his right arm and also lowered him- 
self, holding to a stringer with his .... arm, 


‘on which the basket still hung. 


Swing Over Water, Boy Between. 

There was nothing for their feet to touch 
and they swung above the water, each hold- 
ing on by one arm and holding the boy be- 
tween them with their other arms. 

The engine struck the basket and the 


* wrench of the handle on Stalder's arm almost 


broke his hold and leftascar. Thetrembling 
of the trestie almost shook their grasp loose.

July 22.—Aristide Briand, brilliant 
scholar, orator, avowed Socialist, and archi- 
tect of the final chapters of the separation 
law, was summoned to the Blysée paiace to- 
night and asked to reconstruct the Clemen- 
ceau cabinet. 

M. Briand promised his answer tomorrow, 
stating in an interview that unless he could 
unite the republican groups he would go no 
further. 

President Fallieres, upon the advice of the 
parliamentary leaders whom he was consti- 
tutionally obliged to consult, intended to 
make the first offer of the premiership to 
Leon Bourgeois, former minrster of foreign 
affairs, but the delay in M. Bourgeois’ ar- 


: rival in Paris and doubt regarding his accept- 
| ance of the post induced the president to save 
time by offering the premiership direct to M. 


Briand, who began consulting with his col- 


; Jeagues with a view to the reconstruction of 


the cabinet. 


Portfolios to Be Shifted. 

The reconstruction, it is expected, will be 
effected. by the shifting of some of the port- 
folios and the retention of all the ministers 
except MM. Picquart, Pickard, and Millies- 
Lacroix, respectively ministers of war, the 
navy, and colonies. . 

The program of the retiring government 
Will be adopted, but probably will be extended 
to include the passage at the October session 
of the bill relating to electoral reform, which 
provides for voting by departments, with pro- 


| portional representation, instead of the pres- 


ent choice of deputies by arrondissements or 


small districts. . 


During the day considerable opposition to 


M. Briand developed, especially among the 


more conservative senators and radicals who 


' dominate the Republican majority, on the 


ground that the selection of a Socialist as the 
head of the government would be equivalent 
to proclaiming the bankruptcy of the radi- 


cals. 
Radical Socialists Opposed. 
Sixty radical Socialists, headed by Deputy 


' Dubief, have voted not to support any but 


a cabinet headed by a radical or a radical 
Socialist. Subsequently predictions were 
freely made tonight that M. Briand would 
fail in his efforts to form a ministry which 
can command a majority. 

On the other hand, M. Jaures, leader of the 


‘Socialists in the chamber, and his followers 


come forward with an offer of support. 

Should M. Briand succeed in forming a 
cabinet, as his friends believe he will, the 
tendencies of the new ministry will be dis- 
tinctly more socialistic than those of the 
outgoing cabinet. 

M. Briand is opposed to the dissolution of 
the revolutionary general federation of la- 
bor, which M. Clemenceau favored, and M. 
Barthou, minister of public works, and M. 
Viviani, minister of labor, have championed | 
socialistic doctrines. The retention of M. 
Pichon, the foreign minister, in any cabinet 
formed would bea source of general satisfac- 
tion. 

A Briand cabinet would be exceedingly dis- 
tasteful to the monied classes, who at least 
knew that Clemenceau was not afraid to re- 
sist those of revolutionary tendencies, 

The conservatives, however, believe the 
Briand cabinet would be short lived, and find 
consolation in the that the further, 
the pendujum swings in o ction, the 
further it will swing back in the other. 


Briand’s Rise Rapid. 

M. Briand is 47 years old. He has risen 
rapidly from the ranks of the politicians to 
a foremost place in the government. A few 
years ago he was hardly known, except 
among the members of his own party, the 
revolutionary Socialists. He was appointed 
reporter ef the church and state separation 
bill and soon became recognized as a high’ 
authority on the subject. He aimed to draw 
up a bill broadly liberal in spirit, but de- 
void of fanaticism and designed to assure 
freedom of worship and of conscience. ‘the 
result was his elevation to the post of min- 
ister of public instruction and worship in 
1906. During the church and state trouble he 
acted with firmness and moderation and 
after the death of M. Guyot-Dessaigne, Dec. 
31, 1907, he was appointed minister of jus- 
tice, retaining the portfolio of worship.

American and English guests at the fash- 
ionable hotels at Vichy, Aix-les-Bains, and 
other watering places are the alleged victims. 
Marked cards and apparatus for sensitizing 
the fingers were found in the possession of 
the men arrested. 

Posing as strangers one to another, it is 
asserted, the men would start a game of 
poker or bridge, finishing big winners. One 
rich American, the police say, lost $50,000 at 
Aix-les-Bains.

HIS COMPANION IS MISSING. 


Cousin Says Slain Man Was Here Two 
Months Ago, f 


Lynn, Mass., July 22.—[Special.]—The body 
of Minas Momjian, aged 30, an Armenian 
of this city and Chicago, was found today 
pot through the heart and jammed in a 

unk in a room occupied until last Monday 
by Vahan Demingier, a fellow Armenian, in 
a lodging house, one block from the Central 
police station here. Tonight the police are 
scouring the country for Demingier, who 
among his English speaking friends is known 
as Frank Jones, 

The murder evidently occurred late Sun- 
day afternoon or night, and the body has lain 
in the trunk since Monday, when Jones dis- 
appeared, A failure to find any motive for 
the crime has led the police to believe it re- 
sulted from a quarrel over money matters. 


Visited in Chicago Short Time Ago, 

The dead man, who is also known as Pau! 
Johnson, returned to Lynn two weeks ago 
after a visit in Chicago. His local friends 
believe he had between $200 and $400 in his 
possession Sunday. 

Jones, according to the police, speculated 
in stocks, and their theory is that Johnson 
gave Jones money to invest, and that when 
the former returned from Chicago he de- 
manded an accounting. Jones, who was try- 
ing to gather sufficient money to go to Ar- 
menia, tried to put him off. A quarrel, it 18 
supposed, resulted, and during a heated ar- 
gument Jones shot his chum in the heart. 
He then ‘jammed the body into the trunk 
which he bought to carry his belongings on 
the trip to Armenia. 

Among the effects found in Johnson's room 
at 72 Church street were two letters written 
in Armenian, signed by two different gir!s 
in Chicago. A book in the dead man's pocket 
contained two addresses, one of them being 
“A. Hoff,” 168 Dearborn avenue. This is 
believed to be the Chicago address of some 
friend or relative. 

L. B. Adams, to whom reference was made 
in a note found in the pocket of the victim, 
is a newspaper photographer in this city. 
Momfian's sister was the wife of one of 
Adams’ relatives. The couple quarreled, it is 
said, and finally separated. Momiian is re- 
ported to have taken the side of his sister 
against the woman’s husband, and it was re- 
ported this afternoon incurred the husband's 
enmity. 


6 — 
TELLS OF CHICAGO VISIT. 


Minas, Momjian, who corresponds with the 
description of the murdered man, visited his 
uncle, T. Momjian, in Chicago about two 
months ago. The latter is the proprietor ofa 
grocery at 362 West Adams street and is at 
present out of the city. His son, George 
Momjian, declared that he believed his cousin 
was the one who was murdered. 

My cousin was in Chicago two mont 
ago,“ said he, and he worked several weeks 
in the Florsheim shoe factory. He had 
about $500 with him at the time. After work- 
ing some time he quit and went back to 
Lynn.“ 

A. Hoff, 168 Dearborn street. whose name 
was on a letter found in the murdered man's 
pocket, moved from that address recently 
and his whereabouts could not be learned.

PLAIN CLOTHES MEN HIT 
BY NEW POLICE SHAKEUP. 


Many Attached to the Outlying Sta- 
tions Will Be Ordered to Resume Pa- 
trol Duty. : 


Acting Chief of Police Schuettler contem- 
plates a “shake up in his department that 
will sever many plain clothes men from soft 
berths in outlying stations and restore them 
to active duty in uniform. 

The men most likely to be affected by his 
order express the opinion that the acting 
chief is dissatisfied because faster progress 
was not made in the bomb investigations 
ond because detectives from the state’s at- 
torney’s office found gambling in places 
where the plain clothes men said it did not 
exist. Mr. Schuettler denies this. He said 
he is acting for the good of the service, and is 
aiming to get more men out on patrol. 

Mr. Schuettler has ordered the commanding 
officers from every station to give him a full 
Ust of the plain clothes men under them, and 
a complete history of each officer. His idea 
is to grade the men in four classes which he 
will designate as A. B. C, and D,“ accord- 
ing to efficiency and assign them accord- 
ing to ability and without regard to politica! 
pull or favoritism. 

In this connection it is stated that some 
of the outlying stations which ought to get 
along with eight plain clothes officers have 
as high as twenty. The best men will con- 
tinue to wear citizens clothes, but the others 
will go back to uniforms and regular beats,

BOOST WOMAN'S STOCKS. 


Reviewers Order $150,000 In- 
erease in Assessment of Mrs. 
George S. Isham. 


A complaint that the city is aiding in de- 
preciating the value of property by granting 
licenses for saloons was filed yesterday at 
the board of review. The complainants were 
E. G. and C. E. Springer, 477 Thirty-ninth 
street. 

They complained that on account of saloon 
and other evil influences all of their best 
paying tenants in twenty-six houses located 
in Calumet avenue, between Thirty-eighth 
and Thirty-ninth streets, are leaving the 
neighborhood. For this reason, they argued, 
their “taxes should not be more than $30 
on each house. 

The board of assessors placed a valuation 
of $1,500 on each lot and $2,000 on each build- 
ing. Following is the written complaint filed 
by the Springers: 

„These are tiny small houses inside, with 
only one staircase. Rents have run down 
from $40 in 1889 to 525. We cannot raise the 
rents since the colored population came in 
large numbers to the north of us and a man’s 
and a woman 8 saloon on the corner south 
of us. 

Calls It a Woman’s Saloon. 

„% This saloon at the northeast corner is a 
woman's saloon. Calumet Avenue is a resi- 
dence street and no woman in our neighbor- 
hood patronizes it. This saloon up to a late 
hour disturbs the street with music and 
sometimes dancing in the back room, a con- 
dition we have never had before. 

“ We have just lost some of our best paying 
tenants. We tried to stop the woman busi- 
ness, but the city is about to put another 
saloon in on the opposite corner. We com- 
plain that the city is rte to depreciate our 
neighborhood. We soon find our only 
good paying tenants te the women who 
need these saloons.“

But the shots brought forth a 
‘crowd of Italians, who misunderstood the 
cause of the shooting. When it was ex- 
plained the Black Hand was not at work the 
exictement subsided. 

Acting Chief of Police Schuettler received 
a protest on the crusade from Edward A.

GIRLS DIE IN CAN FACTORY: 
SCIENTISTS ARE PUZZLED. 


Mysterious Disease of Workers in Balti- 
more Plant Is Attributed to Substi- 
tute Used for Solder. 


Baltimore, Md. July 2. — [Special. I— Form- 
al investigation is making by the state board 
of health into the cause of the mysterious 
deaths of two girls employed in the sealing 
department ot the Continental Can com- 
pany’s plant. 

The girls, both of whom died at the Johns 
Hopkins hospital after exhibiting symptoms 
which puzgied physicians, were Mamie Wie- 
gand and Frances Charvat. 

Dr. Marshal Price, secretary of the state 
board, learned that girls who had inhaled 
fumes emanating from a preparation used 
in place of solder in sealing cane had few 


| white cells in their blood. 


It was declared by Dr. Price that the eolor- 
ing matter in the blood of the two giris who 
died was reduced from normal to 8 per cent. 

The only case in any Way similar to the one 
now under investigation was reported in 
Norway about three years ago. Several per- 
sons there died after working in a factory 
where benzol was used. Medical data in 
those cases have been sent for. 

Benzol itself is not greatly injurious to 
health,” said Dr. Price. Nitro bensol is 
injurious.

Naval Officers Fail to Agree 


as to the Location of the 
Bullet Wound. 


|ONE WITNESS OBSTINATE. 


Mystery as to What Beeame of 


Vietim’s Revolvers Is Not 
. Cleared Up. 


Annapolis, Md., July 22.—The remarkable 


Variance in the testimony of some of the 


naval officers woo are witnesses before the 
court of inquiry which is investigating the 
circumstances surrounding the 
Lieut. James N. Sutton at the naval academy 
two years ago was emphasized at today’s 
hearing by contradictory evidence as to the 

tion of the bullet wound which caused 
the young Oregonian’s death. 

The question of the location of the wound 
has assumed importance in the face of other 
evidence given; as it would appear tha: it 
would have been a much more difficult mat- 
ter for Sutton to have shot himself lying 
prone on the ground with three men on top of 
him if the bullet entered the top of his skull, 
as Surgeon George Pickrell, in charge of the 
Marine hospital at that time, testified it did. 

Col. Charles A. Doyen, commandant of 
marines at that time. and who holds the same 
post now, testified that he examined Sutton's 
body immediately after the shooting, felt 
the wound in hie head, and that it was lo- 


cated on the right side, a little behind and on 


a line with the top of the ear. 

Dr. Pickrell thought Sutton might have in- 
flicted the wound upon himself, as he de- 
scribed it, but he made an unconvincing and 
awkward demonstration in court with the 
revolver, and a free right arm, to get the 
weapon in a position which would have sent 
the bullet into his head at the point where 
he testified it entered Sutton's head. 


Progress Made in Hearing. 


Considerable progress was made at the 
hearing and three more witnesses were dis- 
posed of. Besides Surgeon Pickrell and Col. 
Doyen’s testimony, Mr. Davis, counsel for 
Sutton’s mother and sister, finished the cross 
examination of Lieut. Willing, who was on 
the stand part of yesterday. 

Willing made an obstinate and unsatisfac- 
tory witness under cross examination. The 
few discrepancies which Mr. Davis drew 
from him by reading the record of hie de- 
scription of the scene of the shooting at the 
former inquiry were readily conceded by 
Lieut. Willing with the remark that he testi- 
fied from the best of his recollection on both 
occasions. 

Mr. Davis tried to find out from all the 
witnesses today what became of Sutton’s 
two revolvers following the shooting. Col. 
Doyen testified that he saw them and or- 
dered ut. Willing to take charge of them, 
but he did not know what became of them 
until. they finally got into his hands at the 
inquest. 


Dodge Responsibility Issue. 


It was apparent no one of the officers want- 
ed to assume the responsibility of having the 
weapons about him after the shooting. Ser- 
geant James De Hart of the marine corps, 
the last witness at today’s session, testified 
that some officer at the scene of the shooting 
handed him a revolver with the curt com- 
mand to take this.“ 

De Hart is a bright appearing young offi- 
cer, hardly more than a boy, and he created 
considerable amusement in court by frankly 
admitting he had been out with friends the 
night in question and was “ slightly under 
the influence of liquor.“ He said, however, 
he knew what was going on around him. 

De Hart sald Sutton carried. two re- 
volvers and that he (De Hart) did not stop 
to talk with him long. The witness did not 
know about the trouble Sutton had had in 
camp, but thought something was up when he 
saw the two guns. Soon afterward De Hart 
heard the shots and ran back to the scene of 
the shooting.

It had better have as little 
as possible to do with Morocco and de- 
vote every effort to internal improve- 
ment.

IDLE FEARS. 

Mr. Justice Brewer was one of the 
judges who pronounced the income tax 
act of 1894 unconstitutional. He has not 
thanged his mind and has been moved 
by the submission to the states of an in- 
come tax amendment to say that it would 
be suicidal for them to ratify it. 

The constitution, he says, makes the 
nation the exclusive possessor of the rev- 
enue from customs. License taxes. can 
be imposed by the nation and the states, 
but the former can make them so high 
that no individual could pay a state 
license tax also and do business. Tangi- 
ble property is left to the states to tax. 
The nation cannot tax it except through 
the mechanism of a direct tax apportioned 
among the states on a basis of population. 
But, says Justice Brewer, real estate is 
worth no more than can be got out of it 
—its income. So, if the nation were al- 
lowed to levy an income tax, it could 
make the tax so high as to cover most 
of the income from real and personal 
property. Then, if the states needed 
large sums for their own use, where 
would they get them? 

Justice Brewer's doleful prediction is, 
It once you give to the nation the power 
to tax all the incomes.you give it the 
power to tax the states, not out of their 
existence but ont of their vitality. 

This is t 2 old, irrepressible argument 
that it is dangerous to grant any power 
because it may conceivably be used to 
the injury of the grantor. It was the 
great argument against the ratification of 
the national constitution. It was con- 
tended that the powers which it was pro- 
posed’ te give the national government 
might be used for the subjugation of the 
states. That has not come to pass nor 
would such use be made of the income 
tax, if its levy were permitted, as would 


‘wap the vitality af the states. 


Representatives elected by the people 
or the states could vote insome and 
license taxes that would sweep in the 


income of the country and leave nothing 


for the states, but they would not do it. 
For they are not now, nor would they be, 
if. armed .with greater powers, oblivious 
of the welfare of the states they come 
from. 5 f 
The states should not be held back from 
the ratification of the income tax amend- 
ment through fear of thereby depriving 
themselves of revenue for state purposes.

DIFFERENCES IN PRACTICE. 

The house of representatives began the 
consideration of its tariff bill on March 
22. It was a formidable printed docu- 
ment of 280 pages. It got through on 
the 3d of April. How much time would 
have been consumed if there wére the 
opportunity for discussion that exists in 
the house of commons? Perhaps the sen- 
ate would still de waiting more or less 
patiently for its turn at debating. 

The budget which the chancellor of the 
exchequer laid before the house of com- 
mons has seventy-four pages. Five or 
six of them have been gone through 
with, and at the present rate of speed 
the work will not be finished by Christ- 
mas. If it were not for the application 
of the closure to one paragraph after an- 
other even less progress would have been 
made. ‘The parliamentary leaders have 
not been educated up to the point of pyt- 
ting through legislation in the summary 
‘way practiced in the house of representa- 
tives, but they may be driven to it in 
time. They would have reached it be- 
fore this probably if parilament had the 
vast volume of legislation to dispose of 
that congress has. 

The American plan makes it easier for 
the chairman of the committee on ways 
and means. If Mr. Payne had to er- 
plain and defend his bill item by item 
through a long series of night sessions, as 
the chancellor of the exchequer does his 
budget, Mr. Payne might get weary of 
his job. If debate were as free in the 
house as in the senate and Senator Ald- 
rich had been the chairman of the com- 
mittee on ways and means he might have 
got tired out before he was half through 
with his work. 

The British practice in regard to reve- 
nue bills is notable in one respect. When 
a bill imposing new taxes has been read 
the second time it becomes operative, 
So some of the new taxes in this year’s 
budget are being collected and the money 
expended, although the bill has not got 
through the house of commons and some 
of its,enemies are appealing to the house 
of lords to reject it. While the secretary 
| of the treasury will not get a dollar un- 
der the new tariff bill until it has been 
signed by the president, the proceeds of 
new taxes are flowing into the British 
exchequer. If the budget were to be 
beaten there would have to be a refun- 
ing, but no euch calamity is likely ‘o 
befall it. 
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- PASTEURIZED MIL. 

A minority. of the city council health 
committee bas decided that the pasteur- 
ization of milk is inefféctive and useless, 
it not dangerous. Happily there are sev- 
eral factors to. be reckoned with before 
any such determination has much force. 
The council itself will have a vote upon 
the matter. In case it should accept the 
recommendation of four members of its 


who has veto power and who stands wait- 
ing to prevent legislation which would 
work great injury to the citizens of Ohi- 
cago. 

These citizens have confidence in 
Health Commissioner Evans. He has 
given faithful service to them. He has 
not attempted to push his personal no- 
tions as he has studied the problems 
connected with his important work. He 
has taken counsel freely with acknowl- 
edged experts, He has been securing re- 
| sults.. On general principles. the individ- 
ual citizen is likely to accept his views 
on matters relating to the public health 
as much more valuable than those of 
some members of the council committee. 

In the specific matter of pasteurization 
of milk over 90 per cent of the expert 
testimony is with Dr. Evans. The list 
of federal authorities cited by him makes 
a stronger appeal to the judgment of the 
citizen than the noise made by the ap- 
plause of the milk dealers who supported 
the minority of the council committee 
with their presence in the council cham- 
ber. The alignment tells its own story. 
On one side are the dealers, who have 
financial interest in the ordinance, and the 


committeemen present. On the other 
side is the health commissioner, whose 
business it is to guard the health of the 
citizens, and the laboratory workers of 
the United States who ere giving their 
time to investigation. 

With the requirement of pasteurization 
eliminated the citizen would have no pro- 
tection of the milk supply except the 
tuberculin test. And some judge might 
enjoin its enforcement on the ground of 
alleged impracticability. Then a deluge 
of impure milk would threaten Chicago, 
It is fortunate, therefore, that the action 
of a minority of a committee has no 
immediate force.

modify his arrangements in such a fashion 
as to avoid the dominion.

Whether Lord Kitchener will now accept 
the invitation of Australia, which he has 
hitherto declined on the ground of the lack 
of time, remains to be seen. There ig 
rather delicate question involved. He woul 
have to go to Australia from Japan, after 


‘having been most hospitably entertained by 


the Japanese monarch and government and 
made acquainted with all their military re- 
sources and secrets. 

Now the one thing which the Australians 
fear more than anything else and against 
which they are anxious to defend them- 
selves is the peril of a Japanese invasion, 
which they regard as inevitable; and if they 
are anxious for the advice of Lord Kitchener 
in connection with their military resources 
and defenses it is precisely in view of the 
possibility of an attack on the part of the 
Japanese. It remains to be seen what course 
Lord Kitchener will adopt. But it certain- 
ly does not appear probable after the sin- 
gularly unfriendly pronouncement of Gen. 
Otter and the fact that no attempt should 
have been made by the dominion govern- 
ment to repudiate it, or cause ite with- 
drawal, that he will visit the dominion.

Archduchess Germana, whose engagement 
to Prince George of Bavaria has just been 
announced, is the youngest sister but one 
of the ex-crown princess of Saxony and a 
daughter of the late ex-Grand Duke Ferdl- 
nand IV. of Tuscany. She is 25 years of

Prince George of Bavaria, who is now on 
a shooting expedition in German West Af- 
rica, spent eight months traveling about in 
the United States about three years ago 
with his younger brother, Conrad. He is the 
eldest son of Prince Leopold of Bavaria, 
second son of the regent, and his mother is 
Archduchess Gisela, the eldest daughter of 
the emperor of Austria. The latter is fond 
of Prince George and always has him with 
him on his shooting expeditions, especially 
when at Ischl. Prince George is about 30 
years of age. 

With regard to the ex-crown princess of 
Saxony, she recently asked for permission to 
settle down, either in Germany or in Aus- 
tria. German remains barred to her. But, 
while she has not received permission to 
establish her residence in Austria, s is 
permitted to travel there, as she is now tour- 
ing with Toselll in the Tyrol.

Copenhagen's city fathers have just given 
evidence of a degree of democratic inde- 
pendence with regard to the reigning house 
that can scarcely be relished at court. Some 
time ago several of the leading citizens or- 
ganized a fund for the erection this year in 
the great hall of the Hotel de Ville, or mu- 
nicipal palace, of a statue commemorating 
the splendid defense of Copenhagen against 
the Swedes in 1660, and the eventual) defeat 
and rout of the invaders. 

The memorial seems to have been com- 


pleted without its design being submitted to | 


the city council. But now that it is in read- 
mess -t be set up the municipality declines 
to allow it to be placed in the city hall. It 
is not that they disapprove of it as a work 
of art. On the contrary, they concede that 
it is a beautiful piece of statuary. But they 
complain that it tends to glorify unduly 
King Frederick IIL, who while a success- 
ful commander and as such largely respon- 
sible for the routing of the Swedes, never- 
theless remains on record as having de- 
prived the Danes of their national constitu- 
tion and of having instituted an absolute 
monarchy. He lives in history as the father 
of that absolutism from which the Danish 
people subsequently had to suffer severely. 

The municipality declares that there are 
plenty of memorials of Frederick III. and 
of other sovereigns scattered around Copen-~- 
hagen, monuments glorifying the various 
monarchs, but none that constitutes a recog- 
nition of the part which the citizens of 
Copenhagen took in the defense of the capi- 
tal, and in the defeat of the invader. Thé 
memorials in the city hall, they demand, shall 
be restricted to distinguished citizens, and 
should not be allowed to be converted into a 
pantheon for royalty.

Some time ago Lord Morley and the qther 
authorities connected with the British gov- 
ernment in India, were taken to task by the 
press in this country for causing the expul- 
sion from the Waldorf hotel in the British 
metropolis of Myron H. Phelps, an American 
who in New York had achieved some promi- 
nence by his attacks on the English rule of 
India, of which he knew notuing by actual 
experience or otherwise than by hearsay. 
He had, likewise, while in New York, given 


considerable encouragement and support to 


those young Indians in this country who

The management of the Waldorf hotel in 
London has now caused it to be known that 
the government had nothing to do with 
the expulsion of Myron Phelps and that if 
he was asked to leave it was solely and 
entirely because the management object- 
ed to the hotel becoming a resort for 
political agitators, which, from the num- 
ber of Indians visiting Phelps during 
his sojourn there, seemed likely to happen. 
The coming and going of the Indians, their 
thronging the halls, and their loud rantings 
against the British were offensive to the other 
guests.
